2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe correctly the 
property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of description, genuineness, 
authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are to be 
for a single article even though more than one article is included under a numbered item 
in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are designated 
as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles described 
in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which is 
merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be rejected by the 
auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale 
injuriously.

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FOREWORD 


HE present catalogue of select eighteenth century furniture is a 

successor to the Lansburgh-Rudner, Howard Gould, and Char- 

lotte Broad sales, in which we have presented a wide prospect of 
historical English design from Charles II to George III. In previous 
glosses on English cabinetmaking, I have stressed the tradition of crafts- 
manship and the astonishing virtuosities of the designers, great and small. 
Without apology, I would like to say two words here in a material vein 
about present-day appreciation of this furniture as measured by the state 
of the market for it. 

Those who have maintained an active interest in collecting will in fact 
have remarked two things. First, that the sale values of English furniture 
and silver have shown the most striking stability over the last few years, 
and have maintained themselves at a high percentage of their original 
retail costs; and second, that the amount of really fine Queen Anne and 
Georgian furniture which has appeared at public sale in the last decade has 
been relatively small. These two facts, taken together, form a complete 
chain of evidence, which should not dissatisfy the more mundane ambitions 
of the collector. 

Following upon this furniture in our catalogue are two important 
series of Brussels fins Teniers tapestries, by Josse de Vos and P. and F. van 
der Borcht. These spirited Flemish vignettes have always been as popular 
in England as on the Continent, and the compact scale of their composi- 
tions, together with the warm friendliness of the genre, make them partic- 
ularly appropriate to the English domestic interior. In parenthesis, the 
“Teniers’ market may be characterized as ‘steady and hardening’, and (I
